Like a Tidal Wave Rises 
the Revolutionary © Spirit 
Throughout’ =Russia; the 
Railway Strike Followed 
by Industrial Paralysis, 
Famine and Bloodshed. 
Czar’s Concessions _ to 
Witte Apparently Too 
Late —- President Returns 
by Sea From His Wooing 
of the South. 


Russia’s Railroad Strike. 


By Oct. 23 the strike of railroad em- . 


ployees in Russia had spread from 
Moscow in all directions until that an- 
cient city was completely isolated. De- 
layed passengers were maintained at 
the expense of the railway administra- 
tion. The strikers had damaged the 
water conduit and some sections of the 
city were without water. On‘the same 
day a meeting of 8,000 railway men at 
St. Petersburg was held to. declare a 
strike on ‘all the railroads centering at 
the Russian capital. It was also de- 
cided to send deputations to Baron Hil- 
koff, the minister of railways, and to 
Count Witte demanding political re- 
forms, including a constitutional as- 
sembly elected by direct universal suf- 
frage. Moscow and all intermediate 
points were. threatened with a meat 
famine. Thousands of factory work- 
men were also on strike at the same 
time. At Kharkov a conflict between 
troops and the strikers occurred in 
which a large number of citizens were 
shot, some fatally. The stores of gun- 
smiths and bakers were looted.. At 
Moscow the strikers effected a partial 
suspension of the telegraph and postal 
services. Throughout the country meet- 
ings were held and bold utterances met 
with unbounded enthusiasm. Signs of 
revolutionary frenzy are rampant. 
Many hated officials are said to have 
been killed by the angry populace, and 
a reign of terror amounting to revolu- 
tionary lynch law has usurped the 
place of official caprice. The only or- 
ganized force at the bottom of this 
movement is apparently the social de- 
mocracy or the social revolutionists. 
General Trepoff was given a free hand 
as dictator of St. Petersburg.

Almost the entire populace was as- 
sembled at the station and made the 
wildest demonstrations 
when Togo and his party proceeded 
from the train through the streets in 
the imperial coaches to the palace, 
where a private interview was ac- 
corded. The combined Japanese fleets 
were reviewed by the emperor on board 
the armored cruiser Asama, Admiral 
Togo standing by his side. An audi-

British and American warships, 


Troops Out In Chile. 

Many arrests were made in Santiago, 
Chile, on account of rioting in connec- 
tion with the striking workingmen. 
While attempting to loot some places 
the strikers were charged by mounted 
police. Seven persons were killed and 
eighty wounded. All banks and public 
places were closed, and two regiments 
of government troops were ordered out.

In 
the course of his speech Mr. Taft de- 
fended the president’s rate policy and 
warned the public that such ‘men as 
Bryan and Hearst were again gaining 
control of the Democratic party with 
the object of arraigning rich against 
poor and of shaking the present sys- 
tem of private property and freedom 
of contract through government owner- 
ship of public utilities. 


Roosevelt Rebukes Davis. 

President Roosevelt, continuing his 
journey from Atlanta through Florida, 
Alabama and Arkansas, arrived safely 
at New Orleans Oct. 25, having met 
with unparalleled cordiality from great 
gatherings of the people wherever he 
stopped. In Georgia he visited Ros- 
well, the town where his mother was 
born, and was hailed as a Georgian. 
The fourth day of his trip brought him 
to Jacksonville and St. Augustine, Fla. 
At Mobile the president renewed his 
assurance that the Panama canal would 
be construéted despite the opposition 
of certain rail- 
road interests. 
He made two 
speeches at Tus- 


kegee, one at 
Booker Wash- 
ington’s _insti- 
tute and the 
other at the ‘lus- 
kegee Female 
college. 


It was at Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., 
however, that 
the most strik- 
ing incident* of 
the journey oe 
curred: after ua 
speech by Governor Davis in which the 
lynching of negroes was inferentially 
defended. Turning to the governor, the 
president said that the worst enemy of 
the negro race was the negro criminal 
of the type referred to and that it was 
the first duty of the colored man to aid 
in hunting down such criminals, but he 
added that “to avenge one heinous 
crime by another heinous ‘crime is to 
reduce the man doing it to the bestial 
level of the man who committed the 
bestial erime.” He said the horrible 
effects of lynch law were shown in the 
fact that three-fourths of the lynch- 
ings were not for that crime at all, and 
he insisted that the governor and him- 
self, as representatives of the law, owed 
it to the people and to the cause of civ- 
ilization to do everything in their pow- 
er to free the ‘United States from the 
menace and reproach of lynch law. 

The enthusiasm at New Orleans 
leaped beyond all bounds, and the 
president was hailed as the savior of 
the city for his prompt action in the 
recent yellow fever crisis. While on 
his way down the river the president's 
‘poat had a collision and was run 
aground.- But he was uninjured. 

“This is the most strenuous birthday. 
I. have ever known,” said President 
Roosevelt about midnight, when he 
took command of the tender Magnolia, 
in which he_was going to the Passes to 
meet the battleship West | Virginia. 
beached her safely on the river bank 
| and prevented her from going down in 
| the middle of the Mississippi. It was 
a closer shave than the president him- 
| self was aware of, for the Magnolia 
had three big holes in‘ her hull as the 
| result of her collision with the steam- 
ship HEsparta. He was forty-seven 
| years old Oct. 27. 


|The President. at Sea. : 

Mr. Roosevelt is the first president to 
leave the jurisdiction, of the United 
States during his term of office, unless 
Mr, Cleveland did so when he went on 
a cruise in E. C. Benedict’s yacht while 
occupying the presidential office. But 
Mr. Cleveland never admitted that he 
did get outside the three mile limit on 
that occasion. President Benjamin 
Harrison and President McKinley stop- 
ped at El Paso, Tex., on their “swings 
around the circle,” but both declined 
invitations to cross over the Rio Grande 
into Mexico. 

A great many people suppose that 
when the president leaves the United 
States the vice president exercises the 
functions of chief executive. But the 
Hon. Charles Warren Fairbanks is to 
have no such honor and authority con- 
| ferred upon him. There is nothing in 
the constitution to grant him the right 
| to act as president in the present in- 
stance. Besides, even when Mr. Roose- 
velt is out beyond the jurisdiction of 
| this government he will be aboard an 
| American warship and in a measure 
will carry United States territory along 
| with him.

safety said that every effort would be 
made to prevent the voting of these 
| names. This is. expected to reduce the 
total number of votes from 375,000 to 
324,000, making a loss to the machine 
of 51,000 fictitious votes.

Our Navy’s Fighting Strength. 

A statement just issued by the navy 
department shows that within a short 
time six new' battleships will be added 
—hamely, the Virginia, Louisiana, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, Georgia and 
the New Jersey. . Seven other first 
class battleships, six armored and 
three protected cruisers are under con- 
struction. 


Our Navy Grows Apace. 

Lloyd’s annual on shipbuilding for 
the fiscal year just ended shows that 
while this country is not building as 
many warships as Great Britain the 
tonnage of our new ships is nearly 
three times as great as those of Great 
Britain. The latter launched thirty- 
seven ships, with an average tonnage 
of 3,437 tons. We sent only nineteen 
down the ways, but their average 
displacement was 8,994 tons, This 
record sets the Olympia, Dewey’s flag- 
ship, down in the list as a second rate 
battleship. Germany launched eleven 
ships of 4,088 tons, France nine of 
4,884 tons and Italy eight of 3,583 tons. 
In merchant tonnage the nations rank 
as follows: Great Britain, United 
States, Germany, France, Italy, Great 
Britain being equal to all the others 
in tonnage and numbers. 


Canal Work by Contract. 

Secretary Taft is inclined to favor 
the contract system of digging the 
Panama canal under the supervision of 
government engineers, but no final de- 
cision has been made as yet.

Tennessee Central Bought. 

President Fish of the Illinois Central 
railway announced that the control of 
the Tennessee Central had been secur- 
ed_in the interest of his road and the 
Southern. The Tennessee Central ex- 
tends on the west from Nashville to 
Hopkinsville and on the east from 
Nashville to Harriman, Tenn. This 
deal'is expected to make Nashville the 
terminal of two of the greatest sys- 
tems in the country. The Standard 
Trust company of New York holds 
stocks and bonds in the Tennessee Cen- 
tral on an option for between $15,000,- 
000 and $20,000,000. A banquet in hon- 
or of the event was held at Nashville, 
attended by President Fish, Governor 
Cox and many prominent railroad men 
and state officials. 

Steady Growth of Foreign Trade. 

The department of commerce and lJa- 
bor finds that the foreign trade of the 
United States in the nine months end- 
ing Sept. 30 increased $238,212,769 as 
compared with the totals for the same 
period of last year. The aggregate is 
nearly $2,000,000,000, the highest ever 
recorded. 


Negroes to Form Trust Company. 

The largest finaricial project yet un- 
dertaken by colored people is the or- 
ganization of a trust company with 
half a million dollars capital. This is 
the idea of T. Thomas Fortune, editor 
of the New York Age. The concern 
will be known as the Afro-American 
Trust company and will be supported 
by eight negro banks in the south. 

The Mutual's Subsidized Press. 

During the Armstrong insutance in- 
quisition at New York it came out that 
the Mutual had been paying $8,000 a 
year to Charles T. Smith in the capac- 
ity ef a literary or press agent and 
that Smith had been sending out news 
and telegrams to various newspapers 
through the bureau conducted by Al- 
lan Forman, editor of the Journalist, 
at an expense of between $11,000 and 
$12,000, in the hope of lessening the 
unfavorable effect of the testimony 
taken before the committee. Smith ad- 
mitted that he had paid $1 a line for 
the appearance of these dispatches, 
which were published as reading mat- 
ter and not as advertisements. Mr. 
Smith is also proprietor of the Insur- 
ance Record, a paper published ostensi- 
bly without bias toward any particular 
concern. Mr. Smith had the responsi- 
bility of placing the Mutual’s advertis- 
ing in various papers, presumably with 
those which published matter .friendly 
to his company.

To Harness Tennessee River. 

Work has been begun on a $3,000,000 
power plant twelve miles from Chatta- 
nooga, on the Tennessee river, which 
will distribute power and light to that 
city and adjacent regions. It is ex- 
pected that the present number of 
manufactories will be doubled, mak- 
ing a total of nearly 1,000 institutions. 
It is the first power plant, of the kind 
that the government has ever allowed 
to be built on a navigable river. TI¢ 
permission was granted because tlf 
company offered to build a lock so thc$ 
the dam would not in any way disturb 
navigation. The effect will be to in- 
crease the depth of the river three 
miles above the city. The total capac- 
ity of the plant will be 56,000 horse- 
power, which will be distributed 
through fourteen electrical generators.

“tariff revision” is started, our commu- 
nity should be one of the first to be 
aroused to an appreciation of its present 
splendid condition. It is interesting to

trifle with the man who stands a self- 
confessed promoter of ‘legislation by 
any means, if the end is desirable. She 
cannot afford to elevate to the second 
position in her State government one 
who has for so many years trifled with 
the legislative branches of the govern- 
ment. Andoyer’s part in the rebuke of 
such actions as have marked the career 
of Henry M. Whitney should be a rous- 
ing vote against him. Issues of «recip.

Fire broke out-in tle coal pocket at 
Phillips Academy again this morning 
anda portion of the fire department 
was called to extinguish it. The work 
was difficult as there is a large amount 
of coal in the pocket.

“MODERATOR FRYE‘S ADDRESS. 


In opening Moderator Frye said: 


“In calling this meeting to order, 
perhaps J may be permitted to say, 
that it is exceedingly gratifying to see 
so large an attendance at the Andover 
Conference. I expect that the roll cdl 
will show that a large majority of tie 
29 churches belonging to this Confer- 
ence are represented; and there are 
many others here who are interested 
in the purposes for which we meet [o- 
day. This also is encouraging, for 
through these interested people an- 
other avenue opens whereby the church 
can reach the masses, making this Cori 
ference a veritable Chautauqua in its 
influence generally. for good, It is said 
that there are 350 Chautauqua assem- 
blies held annually in this country— 
there being 40 jin the State of Iowa; 
and we know that in New England we 
h.ve. many such valued institutions 
whose influence is potent for God and 
righteousness, Yet the Andover Confer. 
ence ante-dating these assemblies has 
labored long years to present hign 
idealisms of Godliness to an intelli- 
gent» public, and to impress the fact 
home to the indifferent, that Chris- 
tianity is of value and _ attractive. 
And this Conference has not labored 
in vain. Its fruitage is abundant and 
apparent. And in its endeavor to dv 
the most it can it keeps abreast with 
the times and with the’ thought 
of the age. Conditions are 
not always the same, and as_ they 
change they must be met, Today theie 
seems to be.a desire to get a proper 
definition of the word Christian—in 
order to ascertain just who are Chris- 
tians. Not content with exemplification 
the world wants a definition, and is 
growing dogmatic. And the cause will 
not suffer if the daily press does get 
interested in the matter enough to dis- 
cuss the glad fact, that there is beauty 
in- Christian character. And I notice 
one writer recently says, that accord- 
ing to Micah 6,-8,—all that is required 
is—"“To do justly, love. mercy, ana 
walk humbly with thy ,God,” and such 
will be thorough Chrfftians. Another 
says the answer is all wrapped up in 
Matthew’s declaration of the Golden 
Rule. And stil] another quotes James 
1, 27,—“Pure Religion and undefiled 
before God and the Father is this,-- 
to visit the fatherless and widows ‘1 
their affliction and to keep himself un- 
spotted from the world.” 

But this conference’ accepting fully 
“ll these,..goes further, for it says,— 
“that. the .Saviour..was-in.the.beginning 


with -God,—and of His fulness have 
all we received, grace for grace. For 
the law was given by Moses, , but 


grace and truth came by Jesus Christ, 
And no Federation of Churches,—or 
their friends or opponents, can dis- 
lodge this Conference fro. this firar 
foundation.

At the mills owned by Mr. Borden the 
wage scale of 1904 was restored in full. 
New York Teamsters Strike. 

The strike of the New York truck 
drivers against the stables owned by 
Thomas Orr for the closed shop threat- 
ened to involve the 4,500 teamsters in |’ 
the truck drivers’ union.

Big Consumption Cure Prize. 

The French government has given its 
approval to the plan of having the par- 
liament authorize a. $200,000 prize for 
any one who shall discover a real cure 
for tuberculosis. This grows out of the 
discussions at the recent tuberculosis, 
congress and is’ expected greatly to 
stimulate research. 


Father Roderigues, director of the 
astronomical: observatory of the Vati- 
can at Rome, is credited with the first 
official announcement of a sun spot of 
extraordinary magnitude on the face 
of the sun.

Wants All Milk Sterilized.

Yorker, who for several years has 
maintained pasteurized milk booths 
during the heated term in the con- 
gested centers of New York and chi. | 
cago, argued before the International 
Milk congress at Paris, Oct. 21, that 
it would pay cities 
to have all milk 
sterilized before be- 
ing put on sale.

intestinal infection

fancy from the milk. He says that this 
should be a function of the municipal- 
ity.

Andover showed a well developed at- 
tack and a defense strong enough to 
hold Amherst...

principle of polity.” That. means that 
Wwe must find how to create and define 
the work of delegated representative 
bodies with authority strictly* limited 
to the common concerns of those’ bod- 
ies, leaving each church supreme in its 
own internal affairs.” 

I would say in passing that this pro- 
posed union with the two bodies nameu 
above received the sanction of our 
National Council at’ Des Moines last 
fall, and’ by our state assuciation in 
1904, in these words: “Resolved, That 
we express our full sympathy with 
the endeavor which has been made tor 
this union-by these-three’ bodiés”; aud 
probably by this conference, as “hy 
many, if not a majority, of the con- 
ferences of this state. 

The important point in Dr. Dunning’s 
remark is “a delegated representative 
body with some authority.” For, un- 
hss we somehow manage to attain a 
delegated representative body, repre- 
sentation of the entire denomination, 
With some authority sufficient to carry 
the denomination in practical steps for 
union, or even affiliation of any sort, 
with these other bodies, the resolutions 
of sympathy with the movement mean 
very little, can scarcely be effective ex- 
cept in.one way. That way, so long as 
we as a denomination are constituted 
as we are, will be the dismemberment 
of our body by the carrying out of the 
sympathetic resolution into concrete 
action by an individual church here 
and there, or, possibly by a little group 
of churches in our middle western 
States where the other denominations 
are strong. Concrete practical execu- 
tion of the feeling of sympathy on the 
part.ef National Council, State Asso- 
ciation, or local Conference is impos- 
sible, because neither of those bodies 
can legislate for the churches of which 
they are composed, but every church in 
legislation and execution is law unto 
itself. ; 

_Therefore, as was said in the paper 
on Polity before the State Association 
in May, at Lowell, “It is useless to ex- 
pect to make our larger bodies, as the 
State Associations and National Coun- 
cil, delegated representative bodies 
with authority, practically sources of 


power, even if delegated power, over 
the individual church, unl¢ss_ the 
churches are willing to grant power 


respecting purely inter-communal mat- 
ters to that delegated representative 
body which lies nearest to the churches, 
viz. the Conference.’’ Hence the sug- 
gestion which the State Association has 
sent down to the Conference to con- 
sider. 

Before I go farther it will clarify the 
matter for us to say that the matters 
of inter-communal concern which 
would be referable to such a committee 
are pretty well defined by the-practice 
of our churches in the conduct of the 
vicinage council: The text of the prov- 
lem is in the following three points: 
1, To give the Council a more pérma- 
nent tenure of office; instead of a ten- 
ure in the highest degree occasional as 
now, a teénure-of, say, a year. 3, To 
make the Council in its constituency 
truly representative of the churches, of 
all the churches, and of no. others 
“which are to be most immediatétly af- 
fected by any decisions, it may make, 
i. e., the churches of the local confer- 
ence. The question of a working quo- 
rum of such a representative body is a 
minor matter, and as readily disposed 
of as in the case of any other repre- 
sentative body. Such a,disposition as 
this would do away with no-small num. 


. .ber..of irregularities .which have. crept. 


into our actual practice in the conduct 
of our vicinage councils, e. g., the call- 
ing Of ex parte councils, the granting 
of voting power to churches and indi- 
viduals called to sit jn the council

congregational procedure. 3, To-give 
the Council some degree of actual au- 
thority in matters of inter-communal 
concern referred to it for decision py 
the individual church, i. e, giving it 
something more than advisory power. 

We may now consider some reasons 
why the establishment of such a Coun- 
cil may be feasible and wise. 

1. Iti is the removal, practically of 
one. of the famous “Proposals” of 1705, 
in the Massachusetts colony. viz., that 
for a Standing or Stated Council. The 
matter occurs in the second part of 
those: “Proposals.” I quote all that 
time will allow. “ist. That these As- 
sociated Pastors, with a proper number 
of delegates from their several churches 
be formed into a Standing or Stated 
Council, which shalt Consult, “Advise 
and Determine all affairs that shall wé 
proper matter for the consideration of 
an Ecclesiatsical Council within their 
respective limits.” It is true that this 
Proposal was never carried out in 
Massachusetts, but it was in Connecti- 
cut three years later, in 1708, in th? 
unique consociational system of that 
state, a system which lasted until quite 
the middle of the last century, or for a 
full century and a half. I quote the 
essential parts of the matter from the 
Saybrook Platform of the year named. 
"2. That the churches which. are 
neighboring each to other shall conso- 
ciate for the mutual affording to each 
other such assistance as may be requis- 
ite upon all occasions ecclesiastical: 
And that the particular pastors and 
churches within the respective counties 
in this government shall be one Conso- 
ciation (or more if they judge meet) 
for the ends aforesaid.” 

I am well aware that to this consoci- 
ational system of Connecticut, trans- 
ferred to the western reserve wasgiven 
the discredit of the for us disastrous 
Plan of Union. But this difference be- 
tween then and now must be noted. 
Along with the. consociation § there 
went sessional government in the local 
church, practically full Presbyterian- 
ism. ‘ Now there is no danger of the 
pure democracy of the local church in 
control of merely local affairs, being 
usurped by a sessional aristocracy. The 
gist of the present proposal is for dele- 
gated representative government. in 
strictly inter-communal affairs. (Per- 
haps this is still Presbyterianism, but 
even so much of Presbyterianism may 
be wise for the denomination, and es- 
pecially for the Kingdom of God.) 

2. The congregational church in 
America was instituted alongside the 
town-meeting, both 
cratic, the rormer if not at origin, at 
any rate in development. The town- 
meeting soon became but the primary 
eiement in a truly representative sys- 
tem, comprehension of state and na- 
tion. The church, tending at first in 
the same direction, finally tarried in 
a quasi-representative system, but a 
system with absolutely -no--delegated 
representative power, except by the 
fickle courtesy of the local church, The 
‘state has become a mgty power. The 
church is still, -according to some 
‘nothing but a rope of sand,” hardly 
adequate in modern conditions to hold 
its own in even the region of Its birth, 
the rural district, not at all adequate 
to the modern conditions obtaining: in 
the urban regions, increasing incompe- 
tent to hold its own with more strong- 
ly organized bodies, such, e. g. as union 
is proposed with. The same men today 
live and have Ifved in perfect content 
ment and preservation of rights under 
a representative governfnent in politcal 
affairs, but do not dare trust the same 
form of government In_ ecclesiasti- 
cal affairs We are quite apt to boast 
that_our. congregational church, is. the 
exact parallel of our political system. 
As.a matter of sober fact it 1s no more 
so than the Episcopal churches, and 
not so much so as the Presbyterian 
churches of the country. 

3. A movement for delegated repre- 
sentative bodies with limited authori- 
ty similar to that in our own demoni- 
ration is. going on in certain other 
congregational denominations, notably 
among the Free Baptists. Originally 
they were at least as independent as 
we are, During the last few vears ua 
quiet but very effective movement for 
the consolidation of the denomination 
has been going on. At present ‘‘the lo- 
cal churches elect delegates to the 
(quarterly) conference only, not to the 
higher bodies; the (quarterly) confer- 
ence elects delegates to the state asso- 
ciations; the state associations elect 
delegates to general ¢onference. 

“The powers conferred upon these 
bodies are in general merely advisory;. 
but such powers are great, when vwis- 
com finds expression in. advice, (yet 
never galling.) 

“The delegates to the general con- 
ference, elected by the state associa- 
tions, consist of one for each state 
body, and one for each 1000 members, 
cr major fraction. Officers are elected 
for three years, The Conference board, 
the governing body, consists of 21 
members, one-third of whom are > o- 
men,” 

Gradually the control of the mission 
Loards has been put into the hands of 
1] general conference. At present this 
body controls the foreign, home, Sun- 
day school, education and temperance 
work of the denomination, and practi- 
cally also the publishing interests, The 
Woman's Missionary soctety still re- 
mains an independent prganization like 
all our mission ra. 

The following is the first article in 
the report of the committee on church 
policy at the 32d general conference 
cf Free Baptists in Sept, 1904, at Hills- 
azle, Michigan: 

“The strict independence of the 
churches in all matters relating to the 
transaction of their own business’ is 
indispensably necessary to the enjoy- 
went of religious liberty. yet 'n asso- 
ciation with other churches the indi- 
vidual church is bound tn honor to.co- 
operate in all general plans and pur- 
poses, and to respect advice given by 
delegated associations and organ!- 
vations of the churches to which they 
representatively belong.” Minutes of 
seneral conference for 1904, p. 104.

1. In Michigan: Hitherto, as with 
us, the ordination of. ministers has 


been in the hands o/ the local church; 
hereafter, it is to: be in the hands of- 
the conference, or district association, 
as it is termed in that state. As’ The 
Advance remarks, this “puts the local 
Congregational association: in nearly 
the same position as the Presbytery of 
ils Presbyterians.” 

Further, each local association is to 
have an “advisory committee” of five 
who “are to keep in touch With the in- 
Cividual churches,” and ‘on request,” 
&:ve advice and assistance 1n_ pastoral 
changes or other local needs. 

Third, the local association, in order 
to have more permanency and dignity 
fér the new duties above spoken of, is 
to be made up of two delegates from 
each church in the association, elected 
with the other officers of the church 
a: their annual meeting, for a term or 
two years, 

It is clear from the above that the 
Michigan chufches have practicaliy 
dcne what we of Massachusetts are 
only thinking of doing. 

Nor is this all. Michigan has gone 
a step further, this time to invest the 
state, instead of the local association 
cr conference, as we should call it, 
with ampler power. The State Associa- 
tion is to have a central Advisory 
Board of five members, to serve for 
four years, “to consolidate and 
strengthen the churches, to elevate the 
standard of the pastorate, and. to 
quicken the fellowship and united ac- 
tion of all.” This board in conjunction 
with the Mich. H. M. society, and sub- 
ject to confirmation by the State Asso- 
ciation, is to appoint a superintendent 
cr chief of administration, Thatsmacks 
ef Episcopacy rather than Presbyteri- 
enism, Finally, the State Association 
now provides a course of study for 
candidates for the pastoraté who have 
rot had a theological course, and the 
prenaration of these mén for © their 
work is not to be tested by the indi- 
vidual church, but by the State Asso- 


ciation, through the board of exami- 
ners, 


Rev. George E,. Lovejoy, pastor of 
the Old South Congregational church, 
made a motion that the conference vote 
ic accept the recommendation set forth 
in Rev. Mr. Clark’s paper. Rev. Dr. 
Day asked that the pap*r be printed 
and distributed among the members of 
the conference to be acted upon six 
months from the present time. Rev. 
C. H. Oliphant of Methuen agreed with 
Rev. Dr. Day and said that the body 
was not prepared to accept or reject the 
matter. Rev. Mr. Lovejoy withdrew 
his motion’ and Rev. Dr. Day put his 
request into the form of a motion and 
the matter will be taken up as new’ 
business at the April meeting of the 
conference. 

“The winning of young men to the 
church,” was the next topic taken ‘up. 
It was divided into two parts. Rev. 
John L. Keedy of North Andover took 
the first part. “Have we won them?" 
and Rev. F. A. Wilson the second part, 
“The churches need of’ them.” 


Rev. Mr. Keedy spoke as follows: 


There are some people who want to 
make it appear that the churcn uas 
feiled with the young men,—that is 
n conclusion I am prepared ‘to refute. 
Only 5 percent of the pupils in our 
grammar schools go through high 
school, and in comparison with that 
the church can hold up her head, But 


fiicted with a high ideal, and it is her 
vision of a perfeet work which creates 
the feeling that she is not succeeding. 
The church was never succeeding so 
well °s she is today, both in the quan- 
lity and quality of her fruitage; and 
yet this is also true she has néver 
teen more oppressed with a sense of 
her own failure. 

What are the principles and condi- 
tions which make failure and what 
are the principles and conditions which 
make success with the young men, 
that is the question which I want to 
It is that 
which is to put life into this subject, 
and is the only phase of the subject 
vhich has a deep interest for the 
church of Christ today. 

This dge has witnessed the growth 
cf a great wariety of societies in our 
‘churches: and is destined ‘to pass into. 
history as the age of organization. 
The origin and spread of the Y. M,.C. 
A., the Christian’ Endeavor, ~ the 
Frotherhood of Andrew and_ Phiip 
and kindred organizations has been a 
wonderful and joyous history. The 
marvelous growth of these organiza- 
tions without doubt proves the deep 
necessity of young life for organiza- 
tion, and establishes the principle that 
some kind of a, society 1s necessary 
in our work with our young people. 
This I think is especially true among 
young men. 

I have known many instances f 
suecessful work among young men, 
aud in almost every case there has 
Leen some sort of an organization. 

Sometimes there is an elaborate and 
complex machinery, and sometimes 
there is next to none, but always 
there is some sort of idea or purpose 
ov person about which- the units can 
rather. 

A society is sure to have some sort 
of social life, and because they thus 
meet the craving of our young people 
for society is I believe one reason why 
cur organizations attract so many 
vung: people to our churches. 

But while all this may be. true, iet 
n- put something else over against it. 
With all the multiplicity of our organ- 
izations, is it not yet true that a great 
many young people are _ still aloof 
from our churches, and are not many 
of the young people in these organi- 
ations -uninfiuenced in any vital way 
by them. Is there not a constant drop- 
ring out of them, and is it not also 
true that when a young person drops 
cut of one of these organizations, he 
usually dreps away from the church. 
A friend of mine called my attention 
to this the other day, and said he “lI 
am going to have fewer organizations 
in my church,” J need not remind you 
that many of our societies are lan- 
uishing—alive but without v-tal 
power and from such societies there are 
sure to be defections. 

Our ehurch werk is constant!y wit- 
nessing the deati of old organizations 
and the formation of hew ones—and 
they always promise well at the start 
end for a while we have easy; :le-p. 
So it is by no means the fact or or- 
e€anization that solves the problem. 

And ‘then there is this ‘other fact. 
While in one church one organization 
‘flourishes, in another. that eame kind 
cf organization languishes, while’ one 
minister believes in. Christian En- 
deavor and has a large society, ‘anotner 
man can. manage to keep) his just 
alive: while one church has a “young 
men’s club .of 506 members, another 
church has twice tried it and fatied 
and so neither is it the mere thing of 
cheosing the right kind of organtze- 
‘ton that is going to solve the problem 
for me ahd for you and for,all our 
churches, aban, 

Now while I am sure some kind of an 
organization is necessary in our work 
with the young people and espectally 
“4th onr young men, it is auite evi- 
cent there ig an element of danger 
_about them,—the danger that we’ shall 
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irtue is in the organization. 
ristian Endeavor move- 
it spread with a sur- 
12asing rapidity. an s heralded as 
containing so much virtue that some 
f us were led to:believe all we had to 
do was to get the, model constitution, 
sei up the machinery, and start it 
running and the day of great things 
fer our churches would be here, We 
have all-had that delusion dispelled. 
We have come back ta the belief that 
the Y. P, 8; C.°E. is still a human c:- 
ganization, with this virtue in ‘t—of 
baving been opportunely originated, 
admirably adapted to conditions, and 
eorrectly interpreting the feelings of 
the consecrated young life of © that 
time. 

The same is true of other of our 
church  organizations—they are all 
fatlible, some of them grossly and pal- 
pably fallible, and when we have con- 
sidered them and tried them, we come 
back ta this—that the return from 
them is in preparation to what we put 
into them—that success can come only 
after a hard cold investment of flesh 
and blood and nights of agony and 
days of toil. 

Flesh and blood and days of toil 
and nights of agonizings, that is the 
price of a successful organization, and 
you notice this about these things-- 
they are all personal. 

And here is where we come to the 
eart of the matter. 

It is not the organization. but the 
rerson at head of the organization 
that is-the source of life. Given the 
person and the organization may be 
what it will. Hasn’t that been the 
teaching of history. The life of every 
great cause or movement has been a 
person. You study Mosatsm, and you 
ure led by a road without a turn to 
Moses,—he was the vital thing about 
it and made jit- live. The_life‘of Chris- 
lianity was Christ, and .the genius of 
the Lutheran Reformation was Luthor, 
Wherever you strike history, epoched 
soul-stirring history, you don’t go far 
until you ‘meet personality; the. touch 
of life was given by a person, The thing 
which makes life is life, the dynamic 
1s always a personal dynamic. ad 

In one of the fertile valleys of  e 
great Keystone state there is a schooi, 
2 college. Founded shortly after the 
var it lived on with varying fortune 
for 30 vears, with a eae number of 
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students, with inadequate finances, 
sustained by the common/Alevotion cf a 
few godly men. A half‘dozen men had 
been at the head t, but there was 
the same wienit othe same unvarying 
failure. Then at last there came to the 
head of it a man.of purpuse, of  re- 
source and of strong personalitv, His 
was a master hand, and things began 
tc respond to hig touch, Students be- 
gan to come, money began to come— 
he didn’t make any changes, didn’t 
accept many new methods, he simply. 
vitalized the dead institution, because 
in him was life and power, Men won- 
dered why the change, and they never 
knew until they met him, and ‘hen 
they knew—it was he who vitalized the 
thing that had died in the hands. of 
other men—from him went out the 
power that had made things go. 

Down in New York a few years ago 
there was a_ struggling church--a 
struggling Episcopal church. It was an 
old organization, and at one time a 
strong flourishing church, sending its 
irfluence of good life out upon the 
needy life about it As with most insti- 
tutions so with this—it grew formal 
end conventional—it went through the 
forms of religion, but its life was gone, 
It. was a dead church. Then there came 
0. it_a. new. minister-—a man._of beliefs, 
enthusiasm, consecration and bounding 
vigor. He put himself. his life into that 
dead church. This one and that one 
caught the contagion of his spirit. and 
econ the. old dead church began to 
show signs of life. Resolutely and tire- 
lessly for a dozen years he labored, 
and today St. George’s is one of the 


a work as any church of its order save 
one, in that great metropolis, Men go 
to it. and are proud ‘to be associated 
with it. And if you ask men there the 
reason for the change they: will tell 
you the same storv how one man, Dr. 
Fainsford, put himself dnto it. that it 
was he who vitalized the old. dead;

we don’t have the same grade of mem- 
bers we once had, and that is one 
thing which makes the difference. And 
wHhat we need now in our churches it 
seems to me is not any new method. 
nor any new organization, but more 
men and women of superior life. who 
will come into the center of our al- 
ready existing organizationg and put 
themselyes into the work of the cen- 
ters of influence which impart life. 


And then we are surely | suffering 
from a decadence of belief, for we 
dcn't believe as we once did in the 
importance of the church, and mem- 


tership in it and have lost faith in 
its destiny. The history of every great 
eause has been the history of faitn— 
faith ir a truth, faith in, a vrinciple. 
faith in a person, Bélief is akin to con- 
Viction, and conviction is the stuff 
“hich makes passion, and passion is 
emninotent. Give Wilberforce the he- 
lief in emancination and Mazzini the 
helief in freedom and their lives rise 
inte epic grandeur. There may be ex- 
ceptions, but usually the man without 
a-creed is the man without_a career. 
Agnosticism may be a very vroper 
mood for scoientists and scholars but 
for ordinary men it is simply the teath 
of endeavor, Wherever you find a per- 
fon who believes in the truth of his 
cause, in himself as the chosen of God 
to do acertain work, there ‘you find en- 
thusiasm and passion and _ sacrifice, 
end these are the things that give life 
tn any cause. Unless one has ‘these 
things they cannot be imparted to 
others, and so the first essential in the 
formation ofa society is not. consti- 
tution of-puposes and methods but a 
1erson- who can vivify the societv and 
make of it a living force among men. 

But it. is not alone the successful 
conduct of a class or soclety or club 
that we seek in-our church work— it 
is the more difficult work of bringing 
the boys and young men to Christian 
decision and character, and here again 
the telling force is personality. One of 
our leading psychologists has said that 
character is caught not -taught; and 
we know. the truth-of this statement. 
A college has been defined as Mark 
Hopkins at one end of a log and a 


student at the other, and we know 
from experience whence have come 
the greatest impulses for our living. 


They ever come from persons, Some 
ene once said to Charles Reade: “Mr. 
Tren de; wyhat “is the’secret*of your Tife?” 
And he replied: “T had a friend.”’ The 
young preacher in the small country 
town may study homiletics: .and_ get 
something, but-one day he goes to the 
metropolis and hears the great .preach- 
¢rs, men who know how to preach and 
he comes ‘back filled with the ambi- 
tion to be a great preacher, You may 
have -a great man’s picture on your 
mantel and get something, you may. 
read the book he has written. and get 
scmething more, but some day you 
meet. the man, spend a week at his 
beuselor you sit in his school rgpm;

‘hold how his life is imparted)to you. 
Hasn’t it been true in your life—the 
impulse for superior living, hasn’t it 
come from superior men? There 1s a 
certain power in truth, a truth  be- 
lieved and held in the mind will some- ‘ 
how get-out into action, but as 4 
means of influence nothing can take 
the place of life, great and superior 
life. And so I say while .we may have 
organizations in our churches, if there 
is to be any high moral or spiritual 
iesult, the one condition is that there 
shall be a strongly vitaiizea person 
with superior life at the end of it. Be- 
tween an organization without this 
rerson and this person without the or- 
ganization, there is no room for choice. 
For while the organization may be 
flourishing and have an air of prosper- 
ity and be heralded abroad as a great 
success, we look in vain for the new 
life which the church exists to impart. 
And so to me the supremest problem 
in our churches is not that of proper : 
organization but is the more: difficult 
problem of forming superior character 
end bringing this superior character 
irto companioning relations with oth- 
ers who do not have it. The young men 
who do not have ideals and ambitions 
and.right purposes must in our church-. 
es touch in companionship the strong 
1eligious men who do, The transfer of 
1 fe is from person to persons, and if In 
cur church life we can bring together 
these two classes, the men of superior 
life with those of inferior life, if the- 
strong Christian men and women in 
cur churches will become teachers in 
cur church schools and _ constitute 
themselves centers of little groups of 
our growing life, we may be spared the 
recessity of any great organization, 
and shall come well nigh getting a 
perfect result. 
The validity of this principle comes 
out in the history of’the church and 
is; witnessed a thousand times in the 
lives of the saints. 
I was reading a few days ago about 
St. Francis of Assisi—it is a thrilling 
story—and it takes a man to the very 
bottom in his thinking. The church 
in his day had become formal, and 
conventional, peasant, priest and pre- 
late had all grown lax in their living. 
Great and powerful as the church was 
it made small gains and came near 
losing its hold upon the people. Then 
came Francis with his distinctive :ife! 
He saw..the.wordliness.and-avarice-and 
indifference of the church, and he had 
cne passion that in him Jesus should 
life his life over again, and with an 
heroism unma‘ched in history, put 
himself under a severe r°gimen- and 
there was this about him he stood far 
out and above the traditional tyne of 
religious. man of his day. His religion 
was a superior religion. And what.was 
the result? Why. thousands upon 
thousands followed him and the church 
agains became a power In man. He 
communicated l'fe to others because he 
so grandly Hyed himself. The examole 
cf Francis can be matched at every 
period of church historv. and the les- 
fon they all teach is this: That it js 
orly suverior -life that ean Inspire su- 
nerior life. and that when the church
